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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitations of "and a coolant temperature sensor mounted to said crossover", "a branch passage (42) 
at least partially surrounding the EGR valve", "the valve body portion extends in direct heat exchange relation to the coolant passage" 
and "accessory (16) integrally mounted in the conduit members" and also the new depenency of the claims raise new issue and that they 
would require further consideration in as far as they would necessitate a rejection that was not set forth in the Final Rejection mailed 
5/4/2004.
